'Real Pleasant' 


Former Mayor Theodore Roose- 


velt Beahm sr., 56, was "just about 
one of the nicest guys you ever 
saw,", a local police officer said. 
Beahm had been with the town's 
only bank about 20 years and had 
risen to the posts of vice president 
and cashier. 


Don R. Simpson, 55, a bank di- 


rector, was a comparative new- 
comer "but he seemed real pleas- 
ant," police said. Officers said 
.Simpson • cam* - here • 2 ft ^ears ago. 
bought- a fashionable estate and 
told'folks he was a former sheriff 
in Somerset County, Pa. 


Both Beahm and Simpson were 


charged with bank embezzlement. 
Accused of aiding the two men to 
flee to Canada is Simpson's neph- 
ew, Charles R. Simpson, 30, de- 
scribed by town officials as a 
"nice lad." The FBI said he chauf- 
fered the other two to Canada. 


In Toronto 


The FBI said Beahm flew back 


Monday and complained he'd been 
forced at gunpoint to open the 
vault Saturday and give the mon- 
ey to an unknown man and the 
elder Simpson, who 'then kidnaped 
him and took him to Canada. 


But the FBI said Beahm was 


unable to substantiate his story 
and, on further questioning, admit- 
ted he and Simpson followed a 
preconceived plan to clean out the 
bank's fund and take off., Beahm 
was quoted by the FBI as saying 
he last saw Simpson in Toronto. 


The FBI said none of the $35.500 


in cash and $79,000 in negotiables 
had been recovered. Beahm told 
agents he didn't get any of H. 


He posted $2,500 bond Thursday. 


Coal Operator 


In Somerset. Pa., Deputy Sheriff 


Paul Miller identified Simpson as 
a former coal mine operator "who 
was once worth a lot of money but 
went broke when his mine failed." 


Miller said Somerset County au- 


thorities asked Virginia officials 
only two weeks ago to serve a 
warrant on Simpson after district 
officials of the United Mine work- 
ers complained Simpson issued 
three bad checks to the union. 


Miller said the checks were for 


payments into the UMW welfare 
fund. 


"Virginia authorities refused to 


serve the warrant until they had 
more information on the case," 
Miller said. "And we were in the 
process of sending the information 
"when we learned of this." 


Simpson never held public.office 


in Somerset County. Miller said he 
lived In a rural area but had mov 
ed away a good while ago. Miller 
said he does not know of any of 
Simpson's relatives living in Som- 
erset County now.

who refuse to return home, killing 
one and wounding five.

In other developments: 
1. The U. N. command formally 


protested that the neutral nations 
reptarlation commission favored 
the Communists in drawing up 
rules of procedure for explanations 
to prisoners by agents from their 
homelands. 


Demand Return 


2. The repatriation commission 


paved the way for the twice de- 
layed interviews to begin—possibly 
by Monday, one Indian source said 
—by selecting sites for rebuilding 
explanation centers. Both the U.N. 
command and the Communisms* had 
protested the original facilities. 


3. Five North Koreans who told 


the commission they had changed 
their minds and wanted to return 
to communism were handed over 
to the Reds. More than 100 of the 
22.600 reluctant POWs have re- 
turned to Communist control since 
the end of Operation Big Switch.

Exonerate 
Employe of 
Food Theft 


Two Employes Fired 
For Involvement in 
Spreading Stories

A Dixon State School food 


service supervisor today was 
exonerated of suspicion that 
ic had stolen food from the 
school's kitchens and school 
authorities ' immediately an- 
nounced that two employes, 
nvolved in the rumors con- 
cerning the supervisor, would 
be suspended or discharged. 


Dr. Charles Bush, superintend- 
nt, acting on authority from Dr. 
Otto Bellas;, director of the depart- 
ment of public, welfare, announced 
the action today at a press confer- 
ence held in his office. 


lle'n Cleared 


An investigator from 
the de- 


partment of public welfare was 
present and told the press that 
Norman Thomas, 37, 109 E. Cham- 
berlin, Dixon, had been completely 
cleared of the thievery charge* 
after a lie detector test Thursday. 
H«.called the rumors concerning 
Thomas as "prevalent and vt- 
clout." 


The Investigator said- that Thom- 


as had volunteered "Tor the lie de- 
tector test and that it was given 
by the state Criminal bureau of 
Identification and Investigation. 


Dr. Bush said that Mrs. Anna 


McCormlck, 53, a cook working In 
Thomas' . department, would be 
suspended and charges of insub- 
ordination would be filed with th« 
civil service commission. 


Her husband,'Henry L, McCor- 


mlck. 64. a gardener, would b» 
dismissed today, Dr. Bush said. 
He la not a civil service employe. 


List Charges 


The pair was charged wfth in- 


subordination because they "re- 
fused to obey orders in the investi- 
gation in this institution and at- 
tempted to suppress evidence and 
Impede justice by refusing to testl* 
fy before Investigators of the Stat* 
Criminal Bureau of Identification 
and Investigation on the afternoon 
of Oct. 1, 1953, nt the Dixon State 
School." 


The charges against the Me- 


Cormlcks also stated: "You are 
charged with conduct unbecoming 
a state employe in that you hav« 
made derogatory remarks about 
Investigating officers and employee 
of this institution, to investigating 
officers of the State of Illinois and 
citizens of the community." 


While the formal charges weren't 


specifically linked to Thomas, & 
department of public welfare in- 
vestigator said that his rumor in- 
vestigations led to the McCormicks. 
They refused to take a lie detector 
test to determine whether they had, 
started the rumors against Thom- 
as. 


Attacked Thomas 


Dr. Bush said- that Mrs. Me- 


Cormick was given a 30-day sus» 
pension earlier this year .when, she 
attacked Thomas,- her supervisor, 
ripping his shirt. 


The investigator told newsmen 


that he and others had been con- 
ducting the investigation for about 
10 days on orders from 'the De- 
partment of Welfare. He said that 
they had interviewed "50 or more" 
persons, attempting to find some 
basis for the 
rumors 
against 


Thomas. He said they failed to 
find one bit of evidence to substan- 
tiate the accusations. 


Dr. Bush briefed reporters ear- 


lier in the session, telling them 
that he called for an investigation 
after he had been made aware of 
the "rumors" by a Dixon Evening 
Telegraph reporter. 


He said that The Evening Tele- 


graph report was quickly followed 
by others from employes and from 
the state police headquarters in 
Sterling. The state police had re- 
ceived an anonymous letter insin- 
uating that Thomas was involved 
In thefts. 
, 


Involved Restaurant 


Dr. Bush said that the "rumors" 


involved.the. Manhattan restaurant, 
Dixon, where Thomas is employed 
as a part-time pie-baker. The 
rumors have prevailed in Dixon 
for weeks. 


The stories sweeping the com- 


munity-had It that Thomas was re- 
moving foodstuffs from the state 
school kitchen' and that the food 
was being distributed through the 
kitchens of the Manhattan cafe. 
The foodstuffs mentioned were pie- 
filling and meat. Also mentioned 
in the rumors were bed sheets, 
which Paul Potts, owner of the 
Manhattan,' was reputed to have 
been receiving through Thomas 
for use st the Lincoln motel which 
h« also owns and operates.

Is a Political Moderate 
He Outraged Republicans 
By Boosting Health Plan

when he was 40. His father, was 
beaten to death as he sat alone 
in his living: room in 1938. The

Warren went into private law 


practice upon graduation from the 
University of California. In World 
War I he served as an infantry 
lieutenant and afterward became 
a deputy district attorney of Ala- 
meda County—mainly, he says, to 
gain trial experience. 
' 


That was 34 years ago. Warren 


has been a public official ever 
since. 


Warren never has been a judpe 


himself, though as governor he has 
named about half of the judges in 
his state's 58 counties. He voices 
pride that none of the more than 
10,000 bills he has signed has been 
successfully 
challenged 
in 
the 


courts :"leastwise none of the ma- 
jor laws." 


He first gained statewide rec- 


ognition as a racket-busting dis- 
trict attorney. Later, in his first 
statewide race, he was elected at- 
torney general after winning both 
Democratic and Republican nom- 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. HV-In naming Earl Warren to the Supreme 


court, President Eisenhower picked a man whose political philosophy 
seems to follow the middle-of-the-road course advocated by Eisenhower 
himself. 


Warren, 62, is and always has 


been a Republican. Yet he won 
election as governor of California 
three times with strong backing 
from registered Democrats who 
predominate in his state. And for 
mer President Truman once said 
of him: 


"He's really a Democrat and 


doesn't know it." 


Friend of Progress 


Warren has, indeed, 
o f t e n 


seemed to be closer to the Truman 
wing of the Democratic party than 
to the conservative kind of Repub- 
licanism. A declared friend of "so- 
cial progress," he outraged many 
California Republicans by pushing 
repeatedly — and unsuccessfully — 
for a state compulsory health in- 
surance program. 


Yet he was outspoken in praise 


of -the Supreme Court decision 
which upset Truman's 1952 seizure 
of the steel industry. Long before 
that he opposed Franklin D. Roos- 
evelt's plan to enlarge the Su- 
preme Court, And, as a coastal 
state governor, he favored—like 
Eisenhower and unlike Truman- 
state ownership of offshore sub- 
merged lands. 


Warren calls himself a liberal 


or progressive Republican. He has 
in fact, cautioned his party against 
following "extremists of the right" 
declaring in a speech: 


"I am convinced the- American 


people are not socialists and will 
not tolerate socialist government, 
but they are difinitely committed 
to social progress."

ren? 


Cenial Wostprnor 


Millions came to know him in 


1948, when he was the unsuccess 
ful Republican candidate .for vice 
president, as a genial, fi-feet-1 
Westerner with an unusually ap> 
pealing family — including three 
photogenic daughters. 


Staff members know him as a 


firm and exacting boss but a fair 
and considerate one. 


Few people remember the self- 


confident Warren of today as a 
young lawyer who used to be 
"scared to death," as he puts it, 
of appearing in court. 


"I'd get on a street car and I 


would b« so tense I'd hope the car 
would bf wrecked on the way to 
the courthouse," Warren has told 
an associate. 


Family an Asset 


The Warren family, undoubtedly 


a great political ns well as per- 
sonal asset, became nationally 
known during the Republican Na 
tional Convention of 1948, where 
daughters, Virginia, Dorothy and 
Nine — now 24, 22 and 19 respec- 
tively, delighted the galleries and 
the photographers. Nina "Honey 
Bear" was stricken with polio in 
1950 but has recovered. 


The other children are James, 


34; Earl Jr., 23: and Robert, 18. 
James was a small boy when his 
widowed mother, Mrs. Nina Palm- 
quist Meyers, married Warren in 
1925. The family always has been 
closely knit • and 
Warren 
found 


time to read aloud to the children 
when they were young. 


Warren tried for top place on 


the GOP ticket in 1948 but settled 
for the vice presidential nomina- 
tion. With New York Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey, who defeated him for 
the 
presidential 
nomination, h« 


was bowled over in the surprise 
election victory of Truman and 
Alben W. Barkley. 


In The Running 


Again in 1952 Warren was In 


the running but the race soon 
.urned into a.contest between Eis- 
enhower and the late Sen. Robert 
A. Taft -of Ohio. Warren helped 
o awing the nomination to Elsen- 
hower by aiding with him In the 
disputed 
delegate contests that 


'oreshadowed Tftfl'» ultimate de- 
eat. 


Wa'rren was born In Los Ange- 


«•*, thf son of a railway car re- 
pairman who came to this coun- 
ry from Norway *• a child. The, 


inations—a feat he repeated when 
elected to his second term as gov- 
ernor in 1946. That is possible un- 
der California law. 


In 1950 Wairen's Democratic op- 


ponent was James Roosevelt, son 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt. Warren 
defeated him by more than a mil- 
lion votes, becoming the first three- 
term governor in California's his- 
tory. 


Warren's 
three 
terms 
have 


brought increased pensions for the 
blind, aged and needy: a cut in 
the state sales tax; an employe 
disability act; revision of 
the 


state's mental health and penal 
programs: a highway moderniza- 
tion program: and. among other 
things, an expansion of the state's 
health and hospitalization program. 


When the legislature balked at 


a compulsory health insurance pro- 
gram. Warren sharply denied he 
was advocating "socialized medi- 
cine." 


"It is merely extending the prin- 


ciple of insurance to one of the 
greatest hazards which confronts 
the working man and woman," he 
said—using much the same lan- 
guage Truman used in advocating, 
also without success, a national 
health insurance program. 


Warren is a 33rd degree Mason 


and in 1935-36 was grand master 
of 
the California grand liclge. 


Raised in the Methodist Church, 
he now-attends the Baptist Church 
with Mrs. Warren. He says he 
makes a practice of reading th« 
Bible daily.

mothers could tell them apart, or 
would want to. 


When it comes to improving 


their conversation, 
they buy a 


$3.50 book marked down to 98 
cents entitled. "You can Hold 
Thorn Spellbound, or How to Gab 
Your Way From the Gutter to the 
Stars." 


They all study the three great 


secrets: (1) The best listener is 
the best conversationalist; (2j Get 
the other fellow to talking about 
himself: (3) Don't say anything 
that might hurt anybody's feelings. 


When you get caught in a room- 


ful of people all trying at the same 
time to use these three keys to 
conversational 
success on each 


other—well, mister, the' cobwebs 
gather early. It goes like this: 


"What did you say?" "Oh, 1 


didn't say anything, I thought you 
were going to say something." 


"Well, sure been a nice day—now 


tell me something about yourself." 


"Oh. no, you tell me about your- 


self. You look so interesting." 


Everybody feels it's safer and 


makes him more popular to con- 
verse in1 platitudes in these lati- 
tudes.

Both Beahm and Simpson were 


charged with bank embezzlement. 
Accused of aiding the two men to 
flee to Canada is Simpson's neph- 
ew, Charles R. Simpson, 30, de- 
scribed by town officials as a 
"nice lad." The FBI said he chauf- 
fered the other two to Canada. 


In Toronto 


The FBI said Beahm flew back 


Monday and complained he'd been 
forced at gunpoint to open the 
vault Saturday and give the mon- 
ey to an unknown ;man and the 
elder Simpson, who 'then kidnaped 
him and took him to Canada. 


But the FBI said Beahm was 


unable to substantiate his story 
and, on further questioning, admit- 
ted he and Simpson followed a 
preconceived plan to clean out the 
bank's fund and take off. .Beahm 
was quoted by the FBI as saying 
he last saw Simpson in Toronto. 


The FBI said none of the $35.500 


in cash and $79,000 in negotiables 
had been recovered. Beahm told 
agents he didn't get any of it.

Glare of World Publicity May 


Stop Korean Buildup 


. Reports are mounting that' the Communists in North 


Korea are building up their air force in violation of the truce 
terms. Knowing the Reds as we do, we cannot feel great

The accounts seem authentic enough. The young North 


Korean Red pilot who recently flew his MIG jet fighter to a 
UN airport said the build-up is going on steadily. Our own 
aircraft, flying at high altitudes and checking by radar, con- 
firm the story.

The Red pilot said he believed the illegal movement of 


aircraft to new bases close behind the truce line was a prep- 
aration for renewal of hostilities. It is unlikely a pilot of 
'modest rank would be privy to secrets of the Communist high 
command. But he may be making a highly informed guess, 
and we must act on the assumption that he may be right. 
•

* 


We all- remember that the Communists used the truce 


device again and again against Chiang Kai-Shek's National- 
ist Chinese, cloaking a military build-up which enabled them 
to strike with decisive impact. They could be planning the 
same sort of strategy this time. 
Certainly they have stalled over the holding of a Korean 


political conference in a manner suggesting they don't much 
care if it ever comes off. 


On the other hand, the present activity may simply rep- 


resent the' Communists' exaggerated notions of what is nec- 
essary to a proper defense of North Koren against surprise 
assault by the UN, or perhaps Syngman Rhee's South Ko- 
rean armies. To us this idea may seem fantastic, but the 
Reds, and especially the Chinese, are super-sensitive to the 
presence of large armies near their borders.

In the end, we can merely speculate over Red intentions 


and if they are bad, speculation will give us no protection 
Red fighters poised close to the truce line are a grave dan 
ger, a peril we did not have to endure during the war when 
"our bombers smashed all North Korean fields and kept the 
Communist air force pinned to Manchurian bases.

As soon as the evidence has been accumulated for pres- 


entation, we should submit it in protest to the neutral armis- 
tice commission, tf necessary, our protests should carry all 
.the way to the UN council tables in New York. The spot- 
light glare of world publicity may stop what no ordinary 
complaints would likely interrupt.

SPRINGFIELD, III. l.f) — Four 


weeks of training for 60 selected 
candidates for slate police jobs will 
start next Monday In Springfield. 


They were picked from 1,600 ap- 


plicants seeking, 33 vacancies on 
the SOO-man force. They survived 
screening set up by 1949 laws tak- 
ing the state patrolmen out of poll- 
tics and putting their jobs on a 
merit basis.

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Acheson Cited, Advocates 
Peace Talks With Russia 


NEW YORK W—Former Secre-i 


Ury of State D«an Acheson says I 
negotiation with the Soviet Union 
it both possible and desirable "and 
may-j-but; only ' may—be produc- 
tive." 


Acheson made his first major 


speech iince leaving office in Jan- 
uary at a Waldorf-Astoria hotel 
dinner given in his honor by the 
Woodrow Wilson Foundation. 


•He received the Woodrow Wilson 


Award; for Distinguished Service. 
vlor "meritorious service to the 
cause of liberal thought, public 
•welfare and peace through jus- 
tice." 


The citation praised his foreign 


policy. 


Adlai E. Stevenson spoke at the 


dinner in praise of Acheson's work 
in the State department. The 1952 
Democratic presidential candidate 
Mid that in this country Acheson 
"was villified with all the ugly 
words that deface our political 
vocabulary," but that he also was 
bitterly attacked in Moscow. 


"•'His record," Stevenson said, 


"won him a place, I daresay, 
among Russian historians as one 
of their most implacable enemies." 


Acheson, without mentioning the 


Eisenhower 
administration, 
ad- 


vised against cuts in military and 
foreign aid budgets. He said the 
Eastern anti-Communist coalition 


might be made ineffective by budg- 
et cuts or destroyed by a harsh 
attitude toward America's allies. 


Acheson took credit to himself 


and to his "beloved chief"—former 
President Harry S. Truman—for 
developing the Western coalition. 
He claimed the coalition had com- 
pelled the Soviet Union to abandon 
its policy of aggression and threats 
of aggression in Europe. 


Acheson, whose address before 


400 persons was broadcast nation- 
ally, conceded "\hat the Truman- 
Acheson foreign policy suffered a 
loss when the Communists took 
over China. The loss of China has 
been one of the chief targets of 
Acheson's critics.
